Chart of Needs, Resources 
Under Marshall Plan to 
Be Ready Next Week, 
Chairman. Says. 


PARIS, Sept. 3 (UP)—The 16- 
nation European economic co- 
operation committee will present a 
four-year plan of economic self- 
help tailored to United States sug- 
gestions, it was reported today. 

The report of the committee, set 
up to blueprint European needs 
and resources under the Marshall 


plan, will be finished next week, 
Chairman Sir Oliver Franks said. 


Franks said the report would 
show that even in 1951 Europe 
might still have to import more 
goods from.the United States than 
it can pay for in dollars. 

The European answer to Secre- 


proposal will contain four main 
points, Franks said. They were: 

1. A description of a program 
for increased production to be 
undertaken by the 16 countries. 

2. An outline of a program for 
internal monetary end financial 
stabilization, calculated to re- 
store confidence in various na- 
tional currengies and induce un- 
limited production efforts, 

3; An outline of a program for 
economic co-operation within 
Europe, emphasizing industrial 
combinations, reduction of trade 
barriers, and long range plans 
looking to a European customs 
uniort. 

4. An analysis of Europe's 
deficit dollar balance of pay- 
ments to America, which will be 
further upset by importations 
of food, raw materials and ma- 
chinery to boost production. 

“We believe that by the time we 
have completed our work, we will 
have produced a report in which 
we will have no reason to be 
ashamed, and which we can send 
with confidence to the United 
States for examination,” Franks 
said.

Far Eastern Commission Orders Some Plants 
Destroyed, Others to Be Used 
for Reparations.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP)— 
The 1l-nation Far Eastern Com- 
mission announced today that it 
has. ordered the destruction of 
much of Japan's industrial war 


potential and the designation of 
many plants for reparations. 

The basic policy for “reduction 
of Japanese war potential” was 
finally decided Aug. 14 after 
months of argument. A directive 
then was sent to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. a 

Diplomatic autnorities said that 
in the main the newly decided 
policy actually serves to give il- 
nation sanction to much of the 
work that MacArthur has in fac 
already accomplished. 5 

In another respect, however, the 
directive lays down. various prin- 
ciples, somewhat similar to those 
adopted in Germany, for limiting 
Japah’s total industrial capacity 
to a fixed level. The commission 
currently is debating what this 
level should be. 

The 1li-nation body directed that 
all plants and machinery useful 
only for the manufacture of com- 
bat equipment should be de- 
stroyed. 7 

All other machinery and equip-. 
ment which the Japanese em- 
ployed in war supporting and re- 
lated facilities, the commission 
ruled, should be made available 
for reparations insofar as these 
facilities exceed Japan's “peaceful 
needs.” Japan’s “peaceful needs” 
will be measurable only after its 
level of industry is determined. 

For its third main point, .the 
commission decided that during 
the occupation the Allied com- 
mander should prohibit the re- 
establishment of primary war in- 
dustries and should Ümit war 
supporting industries, such as 
steel, iron, coal and transporta- 
tion, to productive ‘capacities in 
line with the determined indus- 
trial level for occupied Japan. 

This in general is the proce- 
dure which has’ been followed in 
Germany. There, however, the 
failure of the great powers to 
treat the conquered nation as an 
economie unit has resulted in dif- 
ferent levels of industrial destruc- 
tion or development in different 
zones. .

SEBALD TAKES UP 
CLASH WITH REDS 


TOKYO, Sept. 3 (UP)—William 
J. Sebald, newly-appointed chair- 
man of the Allied Control Coun- 
cil for Japan, today charged that 
Russia was seeking to obstruct 
the work of the four-power com- 
mission and supporting “an ideolo- 
gy not wanted in Japan.” 

In reply to charges by the act- 
ing Soviet delegate, Maj. Gen. A. 
P. Kislenko, that the United 
States was trying to nullify and 
disrupt the Allied advisory group, 
Sebald said Russia was seeking to 
misuse the council and had made 
no constructive criticism since the 
body was formed 18 months ago. 

Sebald, who was appointed Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s deputy on

“I know of no occasion when 
the Soviet member has given help- 
ful or constructive advice.” 

On the contrary, he said, the 
Russians have used the council 
for obstructionism, to support an 
ideology not wanted in Japan,” 
and to criticize the Supreme Com- 
mander for the Allied powers. 

Kislenko, who has temporarily 
relieved Lt. Gen. Kuzma Derév- 
yanko on the council, had charged 
earlier that the United States took 
unilateral action in connection 
with the council’s agenda and vio- 
lated the rights of the other 
members. 

Ambassador George C. Atcheson 
Jr. who was killed in a plane 
crash off Hawali recently, and 
whose place Sebald is taking, oft- 
en clashed with the Russian dele- 
gate.

Ahead in Developing Space Ship

possible“ to arm America with new guided missiles like space 


ships or projectiles navigating themselves by stars.

Dr. Lawrence R. Hafstad and 
Dr. Daniel T. Sigley already are 
looking over the possibilities. Na- 
tional security dictates, théy said, 
that these be explored “to the 
limit.” Hafstad is director of the 
Johns Hepkins University Applied 
Physics Laboratory which has a 
project on guided missiles re- 
search. Sigley is a member of the 
staff. 

Looking beyond present Ameri- 
can-developed gravyity-powered 
“glide bombs” and the German 
rocket-powered V-2 type weapon, 
Hafstad said: 

“We face a tough job. Techni- 
cal men with experience in the 
guided missiles field, though con- 
fident 7 ultimate success, insist 
on talking in terms of years 
rather than' months.” 

Nevertheless, said Hafstad in a 
report issued by the laboratory, 
the nation should push ahead and 
tackle the problems without “dis- 
couragement” because while much 
remains to be done “good progress 
is being made” and: 

“In the present international at- 
mosphere it should be obvious that 
failure to solve the guided missiles 
problem might prove very expen- 
sive indeed.” 

Both Hafstad and Sigley said 
researchers must even consider the 
possibility of projecting missiles 
beyond the influence of the earth 
and its atmosphere.

Sigley told a reporter that the 
following things are “theoretically 
possible” if scientists perfect the 
proper mechanisms of propulsion, 
launching and guidance in years 
to come: a 

1. Satellite“ vehicles or space 
ships, launched at speeds capable 
of getting them beyond the earth's 
gravitational pull and into an area 
where they would circle the earth 
like a celestial object—ready to 
zoom down and spread destruc- 
tion at the bidding of men or 
robots directing them by remote 
control. 

Built-in Television. 

Such man-less vehicles, he said, 
conceivably could also be used for 
reconnaissance — employing, built- 
in television and other equipment

2. Missiles that would be self- 
guided by means of built-in tel- 
escopes and other instruments that 
would automatically track a course 
to an objective target by refer- 
ence to the stars, the moon and 
the planets.

Farben that 
marched into Austria, Czechoslovakia, Norway, 
France and Russia behind the Wehrniacht and 
took over their chemical industries. Farben that 
Was the partner of the Gestapo im the murder 
camps at Auschwitz and elsewhere, operating 
plants there with slave labor and supplying the 
Gestapo with the poison gas to kill the slaves— 
men, women and children—after inhuman slave- 
driving had broken them. And it was concern- 
ing these beasts that an American business man 
could say that his company must “loyally pre- 
serve the restrictions they havé put upon us.” 

Because of such “loyalty,” Britain was des- 
perate for magnesium in 1939 and for tetrazene 
primed ammunition as late as 194l—and the 
United States was handicapped synthetic 
rubber and nitrogen, magnesium, tetrazené, ata- 
brine and sulfa drugs on its entrance into the war.

Back to School 


It should be a great school year for St. Louis 
—the one which started yesterday when 90,000 
children trooped back to the schoolroom. Unlike 
many other communities, St. Louis has no teacher 
shortage. The school plant and equipment are 
not all they should be, but they are above aver- 
age for the country. ' 

If properly approached, the people of St. Louis 
will vote funds to improve building and equip- 
ment. But it is just as true now as it was last 
spring when bond issues were turned down, that 
the public expects the Board of Education first 
to do the best it can with the funds it has. 

The School Board has now repealed the rule 
granting a monopoly on teaching jobs in the 
elementa hools to graduates of the two city 
teachers’ colleges. But it has yet to repeal the 
bewhiskered rule against married women. 

It also has yet to authorize the City Health 
Department to inspect and grade public school 
lunchrooms. More important even, it should take 
steps to provide lunchrooms in the two thirds of 
the public schools which don't have them. 
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What’s Ploeser’s Goal? 

Representative Ploeser’s committee “roared 
like a lion” at the Greenbelt consumer co- 
operative association, in Doris Fleeson's words 
but will bleat like a lamb at the powerful farm 
co-operatives.” The farmer co-ops are strong in 
the Middle West, where the G.O.P. could lose 
next year’s presidential election. Representa- 
tive Hope of Kansas, chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, praised co-ops to the 
Missouri Farmers’ Association convention, and 
the convention denounced what it called Mr.

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The Farce in Hungary 

In the Hungagian national election, the Com- 
munists suffered a moral defeat of overwhelming 
proportions. Protected by Russian arms, the 
Communists practiced every known form of bal- 
lot-box corruption but still were able to poll only 
a little more than a fifth of the votes cast. 

The stuffing of ballot boxes and the juggling 
of the count was so flagrant that even the Social 
Democrats, who hitherto have been compliant to 
Soviet wishes, have quit the coalition Cabinet. 

At the eleventh hour the Russian-dominated 
Government disfranchised a long list of voters 
known to be unfriendly and then voted thou- 
sands of its own supporters over and over again. 
John MacCormac, Budapest correspondent of 
the New York Times, describes the voting thus: 

All day long government trucks filled 
with soldiers, policemen and civilians roared 
out of Budapest and other urban centers 
into the Hungarian countryside. Their oc- 
cunants were equipped not with one blue 
slip entitling the holder to vote out of his 

own district but in some cases with 10, 20 

or 40. They stopped at one suburban polling 

place after another, voted and then went on 
to the next one to vote again. 


The election, of course, was of no practical 
effect, anyway, as it was clear from the recent 
ouster of Premier Nagy and from innumerable 
other signs that the Soviet agents would dictate 
who would run the Hungarian Government, re- 
gardless of the voting. 

The best answer America can make to Russian 
tyranny in Hungary is to establish a true demo- 
cratic government across the Balkans in Greece. 
The contrast between Russian and American in- 
fluence in international affairs should be so plain 
that the whole world can see it. „

Missouri—Heart of the Nation 


The Mirror 
_ of 
Public Opinion 


Missourian is hard to define, says director of Historical Society; 
English, French and German cultures blend into one, but retain 
own flavor in many communities; typical citizen is “open, friendly, 
and hospitable,” a good talker and “predominantly conservative.”

Much of Missouri's present good govern- 
ment may be traced to the vigilant work 
of its journalists, who, since the first news- 
paper was established in Missouri in 1808, 
have had an enviable record for sturdy in- 
dependence. The “Big Four” newspapers 
of St. Louis and Kansas City probably give 
their readers throughout Missouri and 
neighboring states a more generous cover- 
age of national and international news than 
the newspapers of any other region in the 
nation. Cartoonist Daniel R, Fitzpatrick 
of the Post-Dispatch is almost as Well 
known in Europe as in America. 


In the smaller communities, canny and 
able home-town editors provide independent 
leadership in state and local affairs, and 
treasure the spark of Missouri's native wit. 


The two great cities of Missouri look 
across the state at each other in friendly 
rivalry. Kansas City, the “gateway to the 
West,” product of flamboyant promotion 
and roaring Western trade, finds the older 
and more sedate St. Louis a trifle stuffy; 
conversely, St. Louis thinks Kansas City a 
bit brash. They represent extremes of Mis- 
souri temperament. 


Up-to-Date In Kansas City 


St. Louis has its roots in the old French 
colonial culture, its affiliations in the East 
and South, and in Europe, though much of 
its business comes from the West. The 
beautiful Old Cathedral of St. ‘Louis of 
France still stands above the levee, though 
the city has sprawled backward from the 
river. 


Many of the great of America’s church 
history have been associated with St. Louis: 
Father De Smet, the Blessed Mother Du- 
chesne, Salmon P. Giddings, Bishop Hawks. 


St. Louis’ rowdy frontier days are gone 
beyond the memory of her people. The city 
reached its peak of optimism in 1870, when 
the boast was “the future great city of the 
world.” Now it has-settled into a comfort- 
able, solid conservatism; some of the older 
districts have fallen into disrepair and the 
newer homes tend to be farther and far- 
ther from the heart of the metropolitan 
area. 


Kansas City, on the other hand, being 
newer, is better integrated, more carefully 
planned. No Kansas Citian would agree 
with the popular song that “they have gone 
about as für as they can go”; they are def- 
initely on their way, and nothing can stop 
them. Much of this go-getting spirit was 
inspired by the journalist, William Rock- 
hill Nelson of the Star, whose personality 
dominated the city during his long life, and 
whose spirit is still a guiding force. 


Plenty of Diversity 


The Missourian is even harder to define 
than Missouri, Depending on the section 
and the town from which he comes, he 
may greet you with “Howdy,” “Good morn- 
ing,” “Bon Jour,” or “Guten Morgen.” He 
may serve you with beef and kidney pie, 
rare roast beef and trifle; or with corn 
dodgers, greens and pot likker, and fried 
apple pies; or with spoon bread, fried chick- 
en, black-eyed peas and strawberry short 
cake, 


At Christmas you are.as likely to meet 
with crocquecignoles or lep-kuken and 


springerle cookies as with fruit cake and 
mince pie. 


His home may be a brick bungalow, a 
functional modern, the trim white frame 
cottage of the 1880s, a log cabin; it may be 
a stately Greek-Revival mansion with a 
temple portico, or half-timbered in the 
medieval manner, or French chateau style, 
or brick corniced and flush with the side- 
waik in the German fashion. 


He may go to church in a simple white 
frame edifice with a tiny bell tower, or in 
a brush arbor for a “protracted meeting,” 
or in a century old cathedral. 


Political Balance 


He may sing you folk songs older than 
our country, in English or French or Ger- 
man, or the rollicking ballads of the fron- 
tier; he may take you to a shape-note sing- 
ing festival, or to hear symphonic music in 
Kansas City, Sedalia, or St. Louis, where 
the orchestra is the second oldest in the 
United States. He may even take you to 
hear blues at their very source, among the 
Negroes of the levees. 


He will tell you legends and tall tales 
with a broad sense of humor, or spellbind 
you with stories of witches and ghosts and 
voodoo doctors. He may seem reserved, 
but once acquainted, you will find him 
open, friendly and hospitable. 


Most Missourians are good talkers, wheth- 
er reminiscing among friends or swaying 
a political gathering. Politics is never a 
dead subject in Missouri, and most of the 
state is evenly enough divided between the 
two parties to stimulate debate, except in 
a few “Dixie belt” counties, where Repub- 
lican is almost an indecent word. 


Matter of Pronunciation 


Most Missourians are predominantly con- 
servative. They live well, but they abhor 
ostentation. Society editors are wont to 
complain that the “really socially promi- 
nent avoid publicity like a plague.” By and 
large they are gregarious, and have few 
racial prejudices. They believe in working 
hard, owning their own homes and tolerat- 
ing their neighbors. They seldom lose their 
sense of humor or their sense of propor- 
tion, and are consequently slow to take up 
fads, or to join radical movements. 

They call St. Louis “St. Louis” and not 
“St. Louey” but Kansas City is sometimes 
„K. C.“ Their state is invariably Missoura 
rather than Missouri.

Math From Rompers to Jeans 


ROMPING THROUGH MATHEMATICS Raymond 
W. Anderson, illustrated by Harry Nel (Alfred 
A. Knopf, New York.) 

To cover from the simplest problems in 
addition to thé formidable equations of in- 
tegral calculus within 150 pages of text 
and illustration calls for cool courage. Au- 
thor Anderson does it by presenting the 
history of each advance in terms of the 
meh who brought it about and the count- 
ing or measuring needs it fulfilled. To this 
he.adds illustrative examples. 

Algebra he shows as simply “the idea 
that as long as you start with two things 
that are equal, and then treat both of them 
the same, the results will be equal.” This 
point fully illustrated, he jumps ahead to 
Omar Khayyam and his relationship to the 
binomia] theorem in algebra, with which 
one can reach the ninth dimension as well 
as figure compound interest easily. Then | 
comes Euclid, geometry and the science of 
measuring. Then logarithms, a short cut 
which Kepler testified “tripled the life of 
an astronomer.” Then to the laws of prob- 
ability and a lesson on how you can't beat 
the slot machine. And trigonometry, with 
which distant objects can be measured and 
men begin “to use their heads instead of 
their feet.” 

We meet Galileo, take a trip with him 
up the Leaning Tower of Pisa from which 
we emerge beginning to understand ana- 
lytic geometry and how it helped astron- 
omers and explorers of Columbus’ day and 
in turn led into the work of Isaac New- 
ton and differential calculus. Anyone who 
wants to know about the integral calculus 
which follows will have to read the book, 
for it’s aboyt here that the author con- 
cludes “it iS necessary to remove one’s 
rompers. A pair of blue jeans is much 
more appropriate .... and it might not 
be a bad idea to roll up the sleeves, too!”

The 
reader who wishes to know where the 
miner came from, how he financed him- 
self, what methods of mining he used and 
what he did when his luck played out, will 
find the answers here, readably presented 
and authoritatively divorced from the glare 
of technicolor and the blare of the sound 
track, JOSEPH J. FIREBAUGH.

Forty million starving people 
are fair game for Communism.

While the Soviet zone is for the 
most part a closed world, various 
competent witnesses have testified 
to Russian success in Sovietizing 
their part of Germany. After a 
tour of the zone, J. Emlyn Wil- 
liams of the Christian Science 
Monitor, one of the ablest corre- 
spondents in Germany, wrote that 
it “has been organized as far as 
conditions allow as if it were part 
of the Soviet Union.” He noted 
“fundamental changes which will 
survive long after many of those 
introduced in the other zones.” 

The technique of organizing 
stooge unions and capturing those 
which have been relatively inde 
pendent, is one in which Moscow’s 
agents excel. The Communist 
union is the spearhead of Commu- 
nist domination in every other

APPEALING CONCERT 
BY ROMAN SINGERS 


Program Divided Between 
Sixteenth Century. Masters 
and Modern School.

The Roman Singers of Sacred 
Music gave a concert last night 
in the Convention Hall of Kiel 
Auditorium under the direction of 
the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Licinio Refice. 
The conditions under which the 
concert was performed were hard- 
ly conducive to the highest ap- 
preciation of its exceptional qual- 
ity. As the audience of about 
1500 was scattered in small groups 
throughout che cavernous spaces 
of the auditorium it was difficult 
to establish a feeling of direct 
communication. Moreover, the 
amplifying apparatus affected the 
tim of the voices to some ex- 
tent and failed to carry some of 
the softer gradations of sound to 
those on the upper levels and in 
the rear seats of the main floor. 
The audience was under the ad- 
ditional handicap of having no 
programs. The numbers to de 
sung were announced from the 
platform but not always with suf- 
ficient clarity. 
Nevertheless the fine schooling 
and splendid discipline of the 
¢hoir was such that even the most 
unfortunately situated listener 
came under the effect of its co- 
hesive, vitalized tone and its ex- 
pressive projection. The compo- 
site sound had a. unity of charac- 
ter that is seldom encountered in 
choral singing, but scarcely less 
affecting were the many contrasts 
between the appealing ble of 
the boys’ voices and the mature 
force and depth of the adults. It 
was not hard to believe that the 
choir of 54 was indeed a hand- 
picked representation of the four 
Vatican ch Everything 
about their stylé indicated a back- 
ground of a great choral tradition 
and scrupulous training. ‘ 
The program was, divided be- 
tween the Sixteenth Century 
Roman school—representéd by Vit- 
toria and Palestrina — and the 
modern liturgical compositions of 
Msgr.

package for an impoverished 
French family. 


F. Guy Hitt, chairman of the 
International Service Committee 
of the St. Louis Rotary Club, 
bought the second package, to go 
to Jaromir Wurm, president of 
the Rotary Club of Brno, Czecho- 
slovavkia. 


Mr. and Mrs. Eli Kopman, 710

they bought for a recently-discov- 
ered niece, Miss Halina Askina’i, 
a survivor of the Nazi massacre of 
the Jews of the Warsaw, Poland, 
ghetto who now is living in Paris. 

“We discovered Halina’s exist- 
ence when she put a personal ad- 
vertisement in a New York news- 
paper from Europe asking for 
news of my whereabouts, using my 
name before my Marriage,” Mrs. 
Kopman told a reporter. 

“She was being transported 
across Germany with her mother 
and two cousins by the Nazis dur- 
ing the war, Halina told us. Her 
mother advised her and the cousins 
to jump from the train. The 
cousins were shot to death by the 
guards. Later, Halina learned her 
mother had been executed. 

“Halina hid in the fields and 
walked up to a German priest’s 
house one night, told him who she 
was, and begged his help. He ar- 
ranged her escape from Germany 
under a false name and passport.”

MADE CHEMICALLY 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3 (AP)—Pro- 

‘duction of “meat” without ani- 
mals and foods made from carbon 
dioxide and sunshine may be pos- 
sible through science, the Amer- 
ican Meat Institute was told yes- 
terday. 

“You. use animals to convert 
feedstuffs—most of which are not 
suitable for human food—into nu- 
tritious and palatable proteins 
and fats,” Dr. Gerald W. Wendt, 
editor of Science Illustrated, told 
the meat packers. “But why is it 
that only the animal can do it? 

Once we understand this very 
complex process, it can be im- 
ers roved in the animal and perhaps

know just how the animal builds 
his own body from the elements 
of plant foog.”

UCH of what children learn 
M* the early years—and which 

remains, with them in forms 
of taste, prejudice and habits—is 
learned incidentally by listening 
and tching.

Recondition Your

For dry hair I believe there is 
no reconditioning treatment better 
than a mixture of olive and odor- 
less castor oil heated and applied 
to the scalp and hair with wads 
of fresh cotton. This should be 
left on the hair eight hours. A 
loose shower cap could be worn to 
bed if you wish the oil to remain 
on overnight. 

It may take three good castile 
soap sudsings to remove the oils 
and a very thorough rinsing and 
even then sufficient oil will have 
penetrated the roots and the hair 
shaft to make the hair softer to 
the touch and more glossy to the 
sight. 

Such a treatment every week for 
four weeks will help the hair a 
great deal. Between oil treat- 
ments it is good to use a reliable 
tonic or ointment for the correc- 
tion of a dry scalp condition.

A. Mizpah ia the English spell- 
ing of the Hebrew mitspeh, 
“watchtower; beacon.” The word 
occurs in the 3lst chapter of Gene- 
sis. Jacob and his father-in-law, 
Laban, made a covenant, in wit- 
ness whereof they erected a pillar 
of stones. Laban the Syrian called 
in Jegar-sahadutha, a Chaldean 
word meaning “the heap of wit- 
ness.” Jacob called it Galeed, He- 
brew for “the heap of witness.” 

“And Mizpah; for he (Laban) 
said, The Lord watch between me 
and thee, when we are absent one 
from another.” Thus Mizpah has 
become a parting salutation or 
blessing, and is often used as a 
talisman, especially when in- 
scribed on rings and in lockets. 

Q. Will you please discuss the 
word “montage” and pronounce 
it? I do not find it in my diction- 
ary.—J.R. 

A, Montage, a French loan word, 
is a term used in photography. It 
designates several pictures, or ele- 
ments thereof, imposed on a sin- 
gle background to create a unified 
effect. In motion pictures the 


word also designates a back- 


ground made up of a series of 
rapidly changing scenes, One of 


the newsreels uses such a mon- 
tage as the background to its 
opening title, | 

The prevailing pronunciation is 
patterned after but not exactly 
like the French, It's: mon-T ; 
I have also heard “MOON-tidge,” 
but it does not seem to be much 
used, especially among photog- 
raphers and advertising layout 
men. 

Q. Which is correct, “amok” or 
“amuck?” When I went to school, 
I was taukht that “amuck” was 
beyond the pale, but it seems to be 
in general use.—W.F.H. 

A. The word is from the Malay . 
amoqg, “furious.” Therefore, the 
better’ spell is amok, pro- 
nounced: uh-MOCK. But one sel- 
dom sees that spelling amen 
The customary American 
is amuck, pronounced: uh. MUCK 
i Originally, the term described 
the homicidal mania which at- 
tacked Malays. But today, “run 
amuck” is used oftener in the fig- 
urative sense of to go on a ram- 
page of any nature.
